Please note that the Hydro Shock is 
not designed to be used in salt water. 
It is a fresh-water boat only. 

FCC MOTICE 

Your boat or transmitter might cause 
TV or radio interference even when it 
is operating properly. To determine 
whether your boat or transmitter is 
causing the interference, turn off 
your boat and release the transmit- 
ter's control levers. If the interfer- 
ence goes away, your boat or 
transmitter is causing it. Try to elimi- 
nate the interference by: 

• Moving your boat and transmit- 
ter away from the TV or radio 

• Contacting your local RadioShack 
store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interfer- 
ence, the FCC requires that you stop 
using your boat.

• If you will not be using the boat for a 
week or more, remove the batteries 
from both the transmitter and the 
boat.

• Dispose of batteries promptly and 
properly; do not bury or burn them. 

In the T ransmftter 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt bat- 
tery (not supplied). For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 



1. Slide the battery compartment cover 
away from the transmitter. 

2 . Put the battery in the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and press it down to 
snap it shut. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace its battery. 

In the Boat 

Your Hydro Shock requires a rechargeable 
9.6-volt battery pack (not supplied). Before 
you use the battery pack, you must charge 
it using a special battery charger (available 


1. Slide ON/OFF to OFF. 



2. Use a coin to turn the battery com- 
partment cover's latches clockwise 
until they stop, then lift the cover 
open. 



3. Attach the battery pack's connector to 
the boat's connector. Do not force 
them! They fit together only one way. 



4. Put the battery pack in the compart- 
ment with the battery pack's connector 
on the same side of the boat as the 
boat's matching connector, but pointing 
forward. Loop it back to connect it. 

5. Close the battery compartment cover, 
then turn the latches counterclockwise 
until they stop to lock them. 
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When the boat loses power or does not re- 
spond to the transmitter, recharge the 
battery pack according to the battery 
charger's instructions. 

Notes: 

• To easily remove the battery pack, 
press down on the end opposite the 
connector. The battery pack springs 
loose. 

• If you want to run the boat for 
extended periods of time, we suggest 
you buy an extra battery pack. You can 
charge one pack while you use the 
other. 

Cautions: 

• Use only the recommended battery 
pack and battery charger. 

• When the batteries begin to lose 
power, the boat slows down. To be sure 
it can make it to shore (so you don't 
lose your Hydro Shock), guide the boat 
in as soon as you notice it slowing down. 

• Do not charge or recharge the battery 
pack while it is in the boat. 

• After you charge or recharge the bat- 
tery pack (for 12-14 hours), disconnect 
it from the charger. Overcharging the 
battery pack could damage it. 

• When you disconnect the battery pack 
from the charger, do not pull on the 
connector's wires. You might damage 
the battery pack. 

• Do not charge a battery pack immedi- 
ately after use (while it is still hot). 
Allow it to cool first. 

• Do not use the battery charger in wet 
or hot areas. 


OPERATION 

Warnings: 

• Do not use your boat in strong cur- 
rents, in salt water, or in any body of 
water with large waves. 

• Never touch the propeller while it is 
spinning, and never put your fingers 
near the propeller when the boat's ON/ 
OFF switch is turned to ON. 

• Never play outside during thunder- 
storms. 

• Never play with your boat in strong 
winds. 

• When the boat goes outside the trans- 
mitter's control range, it stops. Hold 
the transmitter as high as possible 
with the antenna vertical to try to re- 
establish contact. If you cannot, you 
must move closer to the boat to control 
it again, but be careful not to wade into 
deep water or strong currents! 

1. Extend the transmitter's antenna to its 
full length. For maximum range, hold 
the transmitter with the antenna as 
high as possible and pointing straight 
up. 

2. Put the boat in the water and slide ON/ 
OFF to ON. The transmitter has no 
power switch. It turns on and the 
transmitter's power indicator lights 
when you use the left control lever. 
The transmitter turns off automati- 
cally when you stop using the left con- 
trol lever.

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3. Use the transmitter's control levers to 
move and steer the Hydro Shock. 



Left Control Lever 

• Push forward to move forward. 

• Pull backward to move back. 

• Release to stop. 

Right Control Lever 

• Push left to turn left. 

• Push right to turn right. 

• Release to go straight. 

Notes: 

• If any water has collected in its hull, 
the Hydro Shock pumps this bilge 
water from the hull as it cruises. 

• The right control lever will only turn 
the Hydro Shock when you are using 
the left control lever to move the 
boat forward or backward. 

4. When you finish playing, slide ON/OFF 
to OFF. Remove all batteries from the 
boat and transmitter. Then turn over 
the boat, empty the water out of the 
hull, and dry the boat thoroughly 
before you store it. Leave the boat's 


battery compartment cover open to 
allow moisture to evaporate. 



Cautions: 

• Do not leave your boat in the water 
when you finish playing. Water might 
seep into the hull and damage elec- 
tronic parts. 

• Your boat might pick up other radio 
waves and start moving after your 
transmitter has turned off. If this 
happens, immediately push or pull the 
left control lever to turn your trans- 
mitter back on and bring the Hydro 
Shock back under your control. 

• Keep the Hydro Shock away from grass 
growing in the water and other debris 
that could cause propeller damage. 
These items can jam the Hydro Shock's 
propeller and stop the boat, so you 
might not be able to retrieve it. 
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CARE 

Your RadioShack Hydro Shock is on exam- 
ple of superior design and craftsmanship. 
Follow these suggestions to care for your 
boat so you can enjoy it for years. 

• Never use in salt water; doing so might 
rust the Hydro Shock's parts. 

• Do not expose the boat to temperature 
extremes. 

• Wipe the boat clean with a dry towel 
after playing. Do not use chemicals as 
they can damage the body. 

• Do not leave the boat or transmitter 
outside overnight. Dampness can dam- 
age their electronic circuits. 

Modifying or tampering with the boat or 
transmitter's internal components can 
cause a malfunction, invalidate the warran- 
ty, and void your FCC authorization to oper- 
ate the boat. If the boat is not performing 
as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance. 


HELPFUL HI /vn'S 

• Running your boat continuously for long 
periods generates high heat levels. 
Heat causes the most wear and tear on 
the motor. To keep heat levels down, 
when your boat's battery pack dies, let 
the boat cool at least 10 minutes 
before installing a new or newly 
charged battery pack. 

• If the boat moves slowly and you have 
installed fresh batteries, check the 
propeller mechanism for any debris. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the boat. If 
this happens, move the boat and trans- 
mitter away from the CB. 

You cannot operate the boat near devices 
with transmitters that use the same fre- 
quency (27 MHz or 49 MHz). Check the Hy- 
dro Shock's box to see which frequency 
your boat uses.
